rercentage of all heavy industrial output of railroad equipment in Poland and 
other eastern European countries is being manipulated, controlled and utilised 
to the best advantage of the Soviet Union® As rogards new strategic railroad 
lines in Poland it is reported that emphasis is being placed on a nexr line to rai: 
parallel to, but to the north of, the present ?rankfart“Poznan-'Harsaw lines 
stress is also being placed on lines running from -Tarsaw eastvard to and ex- 
tending through the Baltic area® 


2o At the present tliae 'Tarsaw is the focal point for the northern railroad traf-- 
fic bet'^en the East and the ’Test via Poland and as such is of great importance 
to the Russians® In the future, for military reasons, it is expected that the 
city of Ilodlin, north of ’Tarsau, will become equally important and td.ll handle 
the principal share of all northern traffic® The routing of traffic through 
Hodlin has already begun, and it now handles all railroad transport previously 
cleared through Vfarsaw from the northern areas of Poland o Ifodlin^s traffic tdll 
be e^q^anded as quicldy as facilities and cot^omction permit®
